IN 1928 ELECTION

Voters of Gettysburg and Adams 
county, along with others of Pennsyl­ 
vania, will be asked to pass upon 
fourteen proposed amendments to the 
state constitution at the general elec­ 
tion in 1928. 
Among the amend­ 
ments are five which, if approved, will 
authorize issuance of $138,000,000 ad­ 
ditional state bonds. 
Of the amendments six were pass­ 
ed by the 1923-1925 legislatures; two 
by the spacial session of 1926 and the 
1927 session and six by the 1925-1927 
sessions. 
The last submission of amendments 
was in 1923, and while an attempt 
was made to lay ethers before the 
voters the next year, the courts ruled 
that the state’s basic law could not 
be amended oftener than once in every 
five years. 
The question of the right 
to submit a proposed amendment to 
the voters in 1924 reached the courts 
in an action to prevent the advertis­ 
ing of the amemiment which could 
authorize payment 
of 
a 
soldiers’ 
bonus. 
It was contended that the 
constitution had 
been 
amended 
in 
1923 ami that no further amendment 
could be made for five years a con­ 
tention upheld by the state supreme 
court.
